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For some time now, Fred Dansby, 
Romulus Police Chief, and Timothy 
O'Neil, Romulus Police Officer and 
Romulus Police Officers’ Associa- 
tion (RPOA) President, have been 
butting heads over several contract 
issues, one of which concerned the 
distribution of, and subsequent train- 
ing on, some new 9mm weapons that 
the City ordered and paid for at the 
officers’ request. (For further details, 
please see ‘Police Chief and Union 
President Wasting Money — 9mm 
Weapons Still Not Issued; Both at 
Fault!” which appeared on the front 
page of The Romulus News on July 
11, 1990.) 

At this time, the problem remains 
unresolved, though communication 
concerning the subject continues 
between the two parties. 

To shed further light on these 
new developments, Mayor Beverly 
McAnally provided me with a copy 
‘of some recent correspondence be- 
tween Dansby and O’Neil. The fol- 
lowing is the verbatim text of those 
two letters. 








“the little paper” 


(This first letter, dated July 12, 
1990, is from Chief Dansby to Officer 
O’Neil. It concerns a previous com- 
munication, dated July 2, sent to 
Dansby by O’Neil on the subject of 
9mm weapons training.) 


Police Officer O’Neil: 

| wish to take this opportunity 
to set the record straight; in your 
communication of July 2, 1990, you 
make reference to “this deal”, | wish 
the record to be clear from the be- 
ginning, | am not in the business of 
making deals with anyone. 

In further answer to July 2, 1990, 
communication, you should be aware 
of the fact that the sole reason the 
Officers are not receiving training 
on the 9 MM weapons is your doing. 
It was you, and no one else, who 
placed a notice on the Union Bulletin 
Board, to the members of the Rom- 
ulus Police Department not to change 
their leave days in order to obtain the 
training with the new 9 MM weapons. 
The sole reason the Officers of the 
Romulus Police Department do not, 
have the newly purchased 9 MM 
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weapons rest at the feet of the Union 
and their leadership. 

As to your suggestion that Offi- 
cer Brandemihl be placed on Work- 
ers’ Compensation status as part of 
the “deal”, what you are in fact re- 
questing is that the official records 
of the Romulus Police Department 
be altered to show that Officer Bran- 
demihl was injured while on duty, 
when that is not the case. A deter- 
mination as to whether or not an indi- 
vidual is entitled to Workers’ Com- 
pensation benefits is not a determi- 
nation for the department to make, 
but is rather a decision for the Per- 
sonnel Department and the insur- 
ance carrier. | do not have the author- 
ity to place a person on Workers’~ 
Compensation status, even if | want- 
ed to. You are of course aware that | 
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have independently, without request- 
ing anything from you, placed Officer 
Brandemihl on light duty status in 
order that he not go off the payroll 
and therefore, he and his family suf- 
fer an economic hardship. 

As to the training on the 9 MM 
weapons, said training can start to- 
morrow if the Officers agree to re- 
turn to the former practice of sched- 
uling said training as part of their 
daily work assignment which would

House Okays “Dangerous Buildings” 
Bills 
Two bills approved by the House 
would give municipalities more options 
_ in dealing with abandoned buildings. 
Under the legislation, a building unoc- 
cupied for 180 days or more could be 
declared a “dangerous building.” Aban- 
doned buildings could be repaired or 
demolished by the municipality, which 
could place a property tax lien against 
the property or any other assets that 
the owner holds in Michigan. Support- 
ers of the legislation say that the bills 
will help cities rid neighborhoods of 
neglected houses that lower property 
values, and often end up as havens for 
drug dealers and breeding grounds for

Under the new law, speed 
limits could remain at 55mph where 
no work is being done, and be reduced 
to 35mph where the actual work is tak- 
ing place. With varying speeds at each 
site, motorists may be more likely to 
comply with posted speeds.

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New Law Allows Second Firearm Deer 
License 


A new State law will allow an indi- 
vidual to purchase a second firearm 
deer license in one season for specific 
areas. Responsible hunters recognize 
hunting as not only a sport but as a 
necessary method to control certain 
wild-animal populations. The new law 
will give the Department of Natural 
Resources more flexibility in manag- 


— ing deer herds when they overpopulate 


an area. 
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Measure Would Further Punish Drug 
Use 

Legislation introduced in the House 
seeks to strengthen Michigan’s drug 
laws by establishing civil fines up to 
$500 for individuals convicted of using 
illegal drugs. Under current law, con- 
viction of illegal drug use will incur a 
misdemeanor jail sentence and fines. 
The civil fine would be in addition to 
any other fines and penalties that may 
apply, and would go into a State fund 
established for substance abuse pre- 
vention and treatment programs. 

















Point of Law

Child support is determined by the 
Michigan Child Support Guideline Man- 


_ ual. The guideline is based on parental 


income and family size. The net weekly 
income is determined for each parent 
and then that figure is computed into 
the guideline. For example, if the cus- 
todial parent earns $200 net pay per 
week and the non-custodial parent 
earns $450 net pay per week, the guide- 
line would call for the following support 
amounts: for five children, $219 per 
week; for four children, $199 per week; 
for three children, $175 per week; for 
two children, $136 per week; and for 
one child, $89 per week. 


Factors which may reduce the 
amount calculated above would be: 
e a prior support order that the non- 


custodial parent is presently paying 
on, and 

e minor children of the non-custodial 
parent presently living with the non- 
custodial parent. 


The court must follow the guideline 
if the custodial parent is receiving pub- 
lic assistance of any kind. If there is 
no public assistance, the parties may 
agree to vary from the guideline. 


The non-custodial parent’s living 
expenses generally will not be consid- 
ered to lower child support from the 
guideline. Also, step-children will gen- 
erally not be considered when deter- 
mining child support.

Wick Road jis the first part of a 
planned $8-million investment in roads, 
water lines, sanitary and storm sewers, 
and landscaping in the 1,200 + -acre 
area north of I-94. The TIFA sold bonds 
last year to finance the public works 
construction, with the bonds being paid 
by the additional tax revenues generat- 
ed by new private development invest- 
ments in that area. No property taxes 
outside of that area are being used to 
pay for these improvements. In effect, 
the projects are self-financing. 

Additional projects have already 
been approved by the TIFA and will soon 
be underway. Construction bids will be 
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taken for extensive improvements to 
Wickham Road, between Merriman and 
1-94. Also, the TIFA will be letting bids 
for a major road project involving con- 
struction of anew four-lane boulevard 
on Smith and Vining roads, connecting 
Merriman to Wick Road and the new 
Vining Road interchange. 


The major road program will provide 
excellent access to the major vacant 
land parcels north of I-94 and is expect- 
ed to result in high-quality development 
of the area for additional office, hotel, 
R&D, retail, and multi-family residential 
projects. 1

e Asyou walk, rise on the toes of one 
foot before transferring your weight 
to the other foot.

Educational Technology 


More than 35 parents from Romulus 
attended a Board of Education-spon- 
sored Educational Technology Work- 
shop at Barth Elementary School on 
July 11, 1990, to hear representatives 
from Childs Associates discuss how 
technology can assist students with 
learning in the regular classroom. The 
two-hour session was divided into three 
parts. First, Dr. Childs, an educational 
technology professor from Wayne State 
University, shared his knowledge with 
parents about current technology used 
in school buildings and classrooms. 
“One goal in education today is to reach 
and develop each student’s potential 
using the power and features of modern 
technology,’ Childs stated.

The second part of the workshop 
had parents completing comment and/ 
or question cards that were read and an- 
swered by Dr. Al Stahl, an associate of 
Childs’ company. Here, parents shared 
with each other the excitement and con- 
cerns they had for such a program. One 
card stated, “We are already behind 
other school districts; let’s get started 
now.” Another parent questioned where 


the money would come from for such 
a program. 

The last part of the session com- 
bined the parents’ questions with the 
consultants’ answers. A good dialogue 
took place as parents very interested 
in their child’s education and the edu- 
cation of all students in Romulus dis- 
cussed with Dr. Childs the direction of 
the School District for the next three 
to five years. 

Also, a parent computer-awareness 
session was held July 19, 1990, at Barth 
Elementary School. Three sessions 
(morning, afternoon, and evening) had 
parents working directly on a computer. 
Parents were introduced to and made 
aware of computers in technology 
through the integrated learning sys- 
tem (ILS). They were led through a guid- 
ed practice of word processing on the 
computer and completed some major 
lessons in curriculum areas such as 
reading, math for life, science, and writ= 
ing. Integrated into the lessons was the 
use of on-line tools like a notebook, 
pop-up calculator, and word processor. 
After the lessons were completed, there 
was a question and answer period. All 
sessions for the workshop were filled 
by interested and excited parents who 
are eager to see how technology can 
better educate and prepare their chil- 
dren for the twenty-first century. If you 
would like to participate in a similar 
session, call Art McPharlin at 941-1600 
to arrange a time convenient for you.

It’s hard to understand 
just how deep the ocean is, 
as we splash around in 
knee-deep waves and wait 
for the streams of water to 
reach our sand castles. The 
sea- side is just the begin- 
ning of a vast and mysteri- 
ous body of water. 

The ocean’s depth is mea- 
sured not by looking, but by 
listening, using a device 
called sonar. 

Sonar comes from the 
words Sound Navigation 
and Ranging. Sonar is also 
used by aircrafts to detect 
submarines, by fishing 
boats to locate schools of 
fish and by salvage compa- 
nies to locate sunken 
wrecks. 

Sonar works like this: 
Sound travels through water 
at the rate of 5,000 feet per 
second. By measuring the 
time it takes for the sound 
waves to go and return, and 


What makes quicksand? 


The deep, fine sand we 
call quicksand forms on 
sand flats at the shore and at 
the bottom of streams and 
rivers which flow on top of 
bases of clay. 

The smooth, rounded 
grains of sand slide past 
each other in wavy move- 
ments called swells.

then dividing by two, scien- 
tists can estimate how deep 
the ocean is. 

Using this method, scien- 
tists have discovered that 
the deepest part of all the 
oceans on earth is in the 
Pacific. 

This spot is called 
Challenger Deep and is 
located southwest of the 
island of Guam in the 
Marianas Trench. The ocean 
floor is 36,198 feet below the 
surface. 

Man has not been able to 
dive to depths such as this 
because of the pressure at 
this level. But he has 
explored the ocean floor to a’ 
depth of 35,800 feet in a 
bathyscaphe, a diving craft 
with a hull constructed to 
withstand pressure. 

So the next time you dip 
your toes in the waves, ask 
your friend if he or she 
knows of Challenger Deep.
